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Treasu ry Plans 
Eliminatio n Of 
Few Tax Forms 


Fo ur-po int Pro g ram Drafted 
to Eliminate So me Tax es 
Criticized by 
Business. 


Washington, May 1 ( JP) — The 
treasu ry was disclosed by well- 
informed 
legislators today to 
hav e drafted a comp rehensiv e 
fou r-p oint p rogram to eliminate 
tax es criticized as “bu siness de­ 
terrents.” 
The lawmak ers ou tlined the 
p rogram as follows: 
1. Elimination of the p resent 
u ndistribu ted 
p rofits, 
cap ital 
stock , and ex cess p rofits tax es. 
Su bstitu tion of a flat-rate cor­ 
p oration income lev y of not more 
than 22 p er cent. 
2. Redu ction in higher-brack - 
et p ersonal income tax es from a 
max imu m of 7 5 p er cent to a 
max imu m of 60 p er cent. 
3. Au thorization for corp ora­ 
tions to carry ov er tax credits 
for losses for three y ears instead 
of one. 
4. Modification of the cap ital 
gains tax in an effort to encou r­ 
age inv estment. 
The legislators indicated that 
President Roosev elt had ap p rov ­ 
ed the entire p rogram ex cep t the 
p rop osed redu ction in u p p er- 
lev el income tax es. 
Secretary 
Morgenthau p robably will discu ss 
that idea with him before talk ­ 
ing to the hou se way s and means 
committee nex t week . 
The su ggested tax redu ction 
wou ld not affect incomes u nder 
$5,000 a y ear. 
The treasu ry ex p erts hop e that 
the p rogram will resu lt in no 
loss of rev enu e. They hav e not 
y et determined ex actly what the 
flat-rate 
tax on corp orations 
shou ld be, bu t hav e set 22 p er 
cent as a top limit. Corp orations 
with income of less than $25,000 
a y ear wou ld be giv en sp ecial 
fav orable treatm ent. 
The p resent law lev ies flat- 
rate tax es on corp orations with 
incomes of less than $25,000, and 
imp oses a tax ranging from 161/ 2 
to 19 p er cent on larger com­ 
p anies, dep ending on the amou nt 
of p rofits tu rned ov er to share­ 
holders. 
Prop osed changes in the cap ­ 
ital gains tax wou ld rev ise the 
p resent schedu le in su ch a way 
as to redu ce the bu rden on those

Sev eral 
changes 
hav e been 
made in the law regarding traffic 
accidents esp ecially as to p enal­ 
ties 
and 
regarding 
strik ing 
p ark ed v ehicles and highway fix ­ 
tu res, Todd Stoop s, secretary - 
manager of the Hoosier Motor 
Clu b said today . 
“The 
new 
law,” 
said 
Mr. 
Stoop s, “goes into effect abou t 
the middle of May or as soon as 
:he acts are p u blished and dis­ 
tribu ted and is k nown as the 
Uniform Act Regu lating Traffic 
on Highway s. 
“Ev ery motorist, or driv er of 
any v ehicle for that matter, in­ 
v olv ed in an accident resu lting 
to inju ry or death to a p erson or 
resu lting in p rop erty damage to 
any ex tent mu st stop as near as 
p ossible to the scene of the acci­ 
dent and giv e his name, address 
registration nu mber of his v ehi­ 
cle and u p on request shaH ex hi­ 
bit his driv er’s, license. In case 
any p erson is inju red he shall 
render reasonable assistance, in­ 
clu ding the carry ing of the in­ 
ju red p erson to a p hy sician or 
losp ital for treatm ent. Violation 
of the law may be p u nished by 
imp risonment for not less than 
ben day s or more than one y ear 
or by a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than $5,000, or 
both. 
“A motorist who strik es a 
p ark ed or u nattended v ehicle 
shall stop and either locate the 
owner of the v ehicle or leav e in 
the p ark ed v ehicle, in a consp ic­ 
u ou s p lace a written notice giv ­ 
ing his name, address and a 
statem ent of the circu mstances. 
Where a motorist strik es some 
fix tu re on or adjacent to the 
highway he shall locate the own­ 
er or p erson in charge of the 
p rop erty artd notify him of the 
fact, giv e his name, address, and 
registration nu mber and on re­ 
q u est mu st ex hibit his driv er’s 
license. 
“Where a motorist is inv olv ed 
in an accident resu lting in inju ry 
or death to a p erson he shall 
mak e an immediate rep ort to the 
local p olice dep artm ent or if in a 
ru ral district to the sheriff or the 
nearest state p olice p ost. 
“In addition a written rep ort 
mu st be made to the state de­ 
p artm ent of p u blic safety within 
24 hou rs. This rep ort, also, mu st 
be made in case of p rop erty 
damage to an ap p arent ex tent 
of $25 or more. The commission­ 
er shall rev ok e or su sp end the 
driv ing license of any p erson 
failing to rep ort.

Berlin, May 1 (/P)—Adolf Hit- 
ler today p roclaimed Germany 
one of the “most heav ily -armed 
nations of the world” and Nazi 
dip lomats p ressed efforts to iso­ 
late Poland to mak e her rip e for 
y ielding to German demands. 
The Fu ehrer and his lieu ten­ 
ants seized u p on May Day cele­ 
brations to u nify the Nazi Reich 
and strengthen 
the offensiv e 
against “international enemies” 
which Hitl&k began with his Fri­ 
day rep ly to President Roose­ 
v elt’s p eace p rop osals: 
In two sp eeches—one to 135,- 
000 boy s and girls of the Hitler 
You th organization and anotheis 
to “brawn and brain work ers” in 
a Berlin mass meeting—he hit at 
charges that Germany desires 
war. 
He also took occasion to strik e 
at American action against Ger­ 
man goods, say ing: 
“The United States has organ­ 
ized a boy cott against German 
goods. It wou ld hav e been better 
to imp ort German goods than 
German emigrants.” 
(Camp aigns against the p u r­ 
chase of German goods in the 
United States are u nofficial.

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GOVERNMENT CROP “LOANS” 
A gov ern men t compilation shows that at the 
en d of Febru ary crop “loan s” ou tstan din g to­ 
taled $769,000,000. More than $5 00,000,000 was in 
cotton . Of the 1934 crop there remain ed 1,666,- 
000 bales, on which the loan rate is 12 cen ts. In 
addition there were 5 ,28 9,000 bales with a loan 
rate of 9 cen ts an d 4,307,000 bales with a loan 
rate of 8 .3 cen ts. Corn loan s ou tstan din g totaled 
$109,400,000, for which the gov ern men t held 192,- 
400,000 bu shels, to which hav e been added sin ce 
Febru ary some 40,000,000 bu shels. Wheat loan s 
aggregated $47,225 ,000 for 8 1,8 43,000 bu shels an d 
bu tter loan s $18 ,5 62,000 for 70,100,000 pou n ds. 
There was a modest $9,900,000 on rosin , $9,000,000 
on wool an d mohair, $4,465 ,000 on tobacco, $4,- 
000,000 on pean u ts, $2,300,000 on raisin s, $1,394,000 
on hops an d $326,000 on pru n es. 
W hat proportion of the so-called loan s will 
u ltimately be written off is an y body ’s gu ess. Take 
the accu mu lation s of bu tter. While the gov ern ­ 
m en t had 70,000,000 pou n ds on han d Febru ary 
28 , it had taken off the market sin ce last su m­ 
mer 114,000,000 pou n ds, at 25y4 an d 25 y 2 cen ts a 
pou n d, bu t v ery little of the 70,000,000 pou n ds 
redu ction had been resold to the regu lar trade. 
Practically all of it had been giv en away — that 
is, div erted in to relief chan n els. Dou btless some 
of the other produ cts men tion ed will be similarly 
disposed of. Mean while the gov ern men t con ­ 
tin u es bu tter pu rchases to peg the wholesale 
price, which in tu rn gov ern s the wholesale price 
of milk in areas where in terstate shipmen ts are 
regu lated by federal marketin g orders. 
Cash in come from farm marketin gs for March, 
in ciden tally , was 13 per cen t larger than in Feb­ 
ru ary , con trary to the u su al season al tren d. It 
was less than March a y ear ago, bu t with gov ern ­ 
men t pay men ts u p $35 ,000,000 to a total of $95 ,- 
000,000 the farmers receiv ed in the mon th ju st

Washington, April 30 
(JP)—The 
United States will stage an im­ 
pressiv e parade of its military 
might for the leaders of two 
friendly foreign nations soon to 
v isit this capital. 
The State Department, an­ 
nouncing details of arrange­ 
ments for welcoming the King 
and Queen of England in June 
and the President fo Nicaragua 
next week , disclosed today that 
scores of planes, 30 tank s and 5,- 
000 troops would tak e part in the 
ceremonies of greeting the v isi­ 
tors. 
The displays on the two occa­ 
sions are to be identical, that on 
next Friday for President Som- 
oza of Nicaragua serv ing—al­ 
though not intended in that way 
—as a rehearsal for the greeting 
to be giv en King George and 
Queen Elizabeth. 
When the Nicaraguan Presi­ 
dent and Señ ora de Somoza ar­ 
riv e at Union station they will 
be met by the President and Mrs. 
Roosev elt and nearly the entire 
cabinet in formal dress. 
As the two Presidents appear 
at the outer exit of the Presi­ 
dent’s suite, at the station, a bat­ 
tery of the 16th field artillery 
will fire a salute of 21 guns. 
An air escort of approximately 
12 “flying fortresses” and an ac­ 
companiment of pursuit planes 
will fly west from the v icinity of 
the Capitol as the presidential 
party enters Constitution av enue 
from the Capitol grounds. Far­ 
ther along the Constitution av e­ 
nue route an escort of 30 tank s 
will join the party. 
With this military escort the 
whole procession will roll on to 
the destination at the White 
House.

C. M. Ev ans, regional FSA di­ 
rector, ex plains that such loans 
are made only to those farmers 
with at least one source of cash 
income besides cotton. 
Owner - tenant 
cooperation 
often cannot prov ide the neces­ 
sary improv ements, so the FSA 
worked out the portable farm 
idea. Now the tenant who’d like 
to raise chickens, for instance, 
in order to be eligible for a loan 
need not be afraid of leav ing 
his coop behind when he mov es. 
The av erage cost of a portable 
home for 100 hens is less than 
$100. It can be dismantled and 
re-assembled with little trouble. 
The portable garden plot con­ 


sists of a fertile soil within a 
frame about 18 inches deep, four 
or fiv e feet wide and as long as 
desired. 
Tin cans or tile are used lor 
sub-irrigation. 
If the farmer 
mov es, he loads the whole thing 
on a truck — ev en in mid-sea­ 
son with v egetables flourishing 
—and hauls it with him. 
* 
The FSA estimates a portable 
garden 20 feet long and fiv e feet 
wide, 
properly 
nurtured, 
will 
supply the v egetables for the 
av erage sized farm family the 
y ear ’round. 
The fences are electrified and 
usually consist of one wire fast­ 
ened at interv als to stakes. Elec­ 
tricity is supplied by a wind- 
charger, an automobile battery 
or a reduced line current. Cost 
is a few dollars for home-made 
outfits; up to $25 for factory 
made.
